Tobit  went  out ,  and 
his  Dog  went  after  him,  ergo,  there  is  a  World  in 
the  Mem  :  Yea,  Confequences  not  only  diffe¬ 
rent  from  tile  meaning  of  the  Place,  but  as 
Oppofite  to  it,  as  the  two  Poles  are  to  one 
another. 

If  you  look  among  the  Limbs  of  the  Law, 
you’ll  find  Quacks  ftrutting  in  their  long 
Ro  bes  in  Wcjtminfter-Hall  ^  I  mean  fuch  as  are 
meer  Petty-  Doggers,  horrid  fplitters  of  Caufes  ; 
truft  them  with  the  Management  of  a  good 
Caufe,  and  it  is  a  hundred  to  one,  but  they 
will  break  the  Neck  on’t,  or  at  leaft  put  it  fb 
far  out  of  Joynt,  that  all  the  Art  of  Man  fhali 
never  be  able  to  fet  it  right. 

If  you  look  among  the  Soldiers,  I  confefs, 
I  chiefly  mean  the  City  Heroes,  that  on  Whit- 
fun  holy  Days  appear  in  Buff  *  they  feem  to  be 
Arm’d  with  Thunder  and  Lightning,  and  one 
would  take  them  for  Men  that  would  fpread 
Terror  and  Death  wherever  they  came  *,  every 
one  looks  as  fierce  as  St.  George  upon  the 
Sign,  and  is  able  to  Eat  up  a  Dragon,  and 
yet  under  this  terrible  Appearance,  under  the 
Lyon’s  Skin  there  lies  a  harmlefs  Animal, 
call’d  an  Afs,  being  deftitute  of  both  Cou¬ 
rage  and  Conduct,  and  fit  to  be  lent  upon  no 
other  Expedition,  than  to  cut  down  Beef  and 
Pudding. 

If  you  look  among  the  Coffee-Houfe  Poli¬ 
ticians,  there  youli  find  the  moft  rampant 
Quackery  •,  one  while  a  Grocer  fteps  from  be¬ 
hind 
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hind  the  Counter  in  his  blew  Apron,  puts 
himfelf  at  the  Head  of  an  Army  of  Fifty 
Thoufand  Men,  attacks  the  Spaniards  in  Sici¬ 
ly,  gives  them  a  total  Rout,  enters  Madrid  in 
Triumph  •  ravifhes  the  golden  Treafures  of 
Peru  i  but  before  he  can  finifh  the  glorious 
Campaign,  his  Neighbour  wants  him  for  a  pound 
.of  Plums  for  his  Sunday  Pudding.

Now  Reader,  I  look  upon  all  thefe  Doughty

Pretenders  to  far  greater  Things  then  they  are 
able  to  perform  :  And  let  ?he  tell  thee  one  word 
in  thy  Ear,  if  there  were  nbt  Quack  Authors  too, 
fomebody  had  never  Appear’d  upon  the  Stage. 
I  hope  there  is  none  that  will  think,  I  mean  my 
felf,  for  I  affure  him  I  deiign  to  be  the  laft  that 
lhall  fall  under  my  own  Cenlure  But  if  I  muft 
be  rang'd  in  that  order,  I  fee  no  Remedy  unlefs 
I  afliune  a  new  Title,  and  it  is  contrary  to  my 
Principles  to  Chriften  my  Child  twice.  Now  by 
what  hath  been  laid,  it  appears  methinks,  to  be 
very  hard  that  the  Quack  Doctors  alone  fhould 
be  made  the  Butt  of  this  Man's  Fury.  *  When 
Quackery  is  fo  eaiie  to  be  found  among  all  forts 
of  Men  ^  nay,  let  me  tell  him,  that,  according 
to  the  Defcription  he  hath  given  of  it,  one  need

not  go  with  a  Candle  and  Lanthorn  to  find  out 
Quacks  in  the  very  College  of  Pbyjicians.  But  it 
is  high  time  that  I  fhould  now  come  to  the  Chief 
Things  that  I  defign  to  offer  to  hi sPerufal.  Accord¬ 
ingly,  I  will  firffc,  vindicate  the  Quacks  as  far 
as  I  can  from  the  Afperfions  of  this  Author.  In 
this  undertaking,  I  find  that  I  muft  draw  my  Pen 
in  Defence  of  the  Dead  as  well  as  the  Living.  1 
cannot  bear  to  fee  him  Prophanely  trample  upon 
the  Allies  of  the  late  Eminent  Dr.  William  Sal - 
?nony  as  if  they  were  no  more  then  Common  DufL 
He  calls  him  indeed  the  King  of  the  Quacks*  but 
withal  takes  the  Liberty  to  give  him  very  Op- 
probrius  Language*,  and  you  know  that  Men  are 
wont  now  a  days  to  make  very  free  with  the 
Chara&er  of  Kings,  Had  the  Do£fcor  been  alive 
he  had  anfwer'd  him  with  a  Cart-load  of  Books; 
I  have  met  with  many  others  that  call  him  an  In¬ 
judicious  Colle£tor  of  Receipe\  and  one  of  the 
molt  Bombajl  Scriblers  that  ever  wrote,  and 
that  if  one  will  read  his  Nonfenfe  to  the  Propor¬ 
tion  of  a  due  Dofe,  it  will  go  near  to  prove  ei¬ 
ther  Emetick  or  Cathartick ,  purge  him  either 
upwards  or  downwards,  or  perhaps  both  *,  but 
after  all  he  that  nibbles  at  his  Memory  will  ra¬ 
ther  break  his  own  Teeth  then  do  it  any  Damage, 
his  Credit  is  fo  well  eftabliftfd  among  great  num¬ 
bers  of  the  Modern  Pra&itioners.  The  many  Vo¬

Senfe  to  value  them  :  This  appears  by  the  Judg¬ 
ment  that  a  Celebrated  Phyiician  pafs’d  upon 
one  of  them  which  afterward  came  to  be  fold  by 
that  Arch  Wag  Millington  at  aPublick  Sale,  where 
the  D odor  was  prefen t :  Here  fays  the  Auctio¬ 
neer  is  DoCtor  Salmons  Doron  Medicum  with  Dr. 
Baynards  Notes  upon’t.  This  fet  the  old  Man 
agog,  and  made  him  refolve  to  have  it,  coft 
what  it  would*,  (one  great  Man  you  know 
muft  needs  be  pleas'd  that*  another  hath  done 
him  that  Honour)  fo  he  bid  for’t  again  and  again, 
till  at  laid  he  carried  it  from  all  the.  Company, 
the  Book  went  off  at  double  the  Price,  becaufe 
of  the  Excellent  Notes  that  were  added  to  it,  but 
when  he  came  to  examine  iuto  them,  he  found 
them  to  be  much  ihorter  then  he  expeCted,  viz. 
I  have  read  over  this  Book,  and  on  my  Confci- 
tnce  it  is  yiot  worth  a  Fart.  Thus  he  defpis  d

that  is,  according  to  the  old  faying  ♦,  Si  Po- 
pnhs  vult  decipi  decipiatur.  Others  tell  us, 
that  the  old  Gentlemen  was  then  in  his  Do¬ 
ting  Age,  and  very  prone  to  run  into  fuch 
Delufions.  And  that  for  a  Parcel  of  yellow 
Boys,  he  would  have  Recommended  a  Pig’s 
Tail  for  the  like  Intentions. 

I  am  fenfible  that  the  Holy  Father  is  charg’d 
with  Extortion,  for  felling  his  two  penny 
Bawbles,  as  fome  are  pleas'd  to  call  them, 
for  five  Shillings  ,  when  the  felling  of  them 
for  Six-pence,  would  bring  in  very  Reafona-

it  off  •  the  poor  Alan  not  having  a  Six-penny 
piece  that  h&  could  call  his  own,  can  now 
tell  in  Mohy  every  Day  that  he  Rifes  .  and 
Mcny  you  know  will  make  the  Pot  Boil 
though  the  Devil  fliould  pifs  in  the  Fire, 
TMs  puts  me  in  mind  of  that  Maxim  in 
Politicks.  He  that  will  not  he  a  Knave  the 
World  will  make  a  Tool  of  him  !  It  is  obje¬ 
cted  in  leed  that  this  fame  Mony  of  his  is  the 
Price  of  Blood  for  many  poor  Wretches  are 
daily  fent  to  Regions  of  Darkncfs  by  this 
Cobler  in  Medicine.  Nor  can  it  poilibly  be 
otherwife  for  moft  Times  he  appearently  Mif- 
takes  the  Cafe,  and  then  there  is  no  hopes 
of  a  Cure,  at  other  Times,  if  he  hits  the  cafe.

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made  his  Guts  rattle  as  a  Hog  doth  a  Holly 
Buih,  when  he  rulhes  through  it  *  the  Melfen- 
ger  waiting  on  the  Do&or  for  further  Advice 
in  the  matter,  was  order’d  to  repeat  the  Dole, 
and  to  empty  him  again  and  again,  loon  af¬ 
ter  news  was  brought  him  that  the  poor  Man 
died  in  the  Operation*,  why  then,  fays  he, 
you  have  emptved  him  too  much,  the  Cale  was 
plain,  who  could  pronounce  upon  it  any  bet¬ 
ter,  now  this  was  as  certain  a  way  of  doing 
Bufmefs  as  if  he  had  Ihot  up  his  Fundament 
with  Powder  and  Ball.

you  he  hath  Cured  by  barely  Stroking  them 
with  his  Hand,  when  he  was  but  a  quarter 
Old.  God  Almighty,  as  he  fays,  hath  given 
him  fuch  a  wonderful  Gift.  Many  other  very 
Pompous  Articles  do  enter  his  Chara&er,  which 
are  no  foone*  faid  then  believ’d  *,  for  nothing 
is  too  big  for  the  wide  Iwallow  of  the  gaping 
Mob-,  fo  great  is  the  Power  of  one  K — ve 
over  a  Crowd  of  Fools.

He  hath  a  Water  that  he  calls 
his  Opthahnia  (no  matter  for  his  calling  the 
Remedy  by  the  name  of  the  Difeafe)  that  will 
Cure  even  Blindnefs  it  felf,  in  witnefs  of 
this  he  produces  an  Affidavit  of  an  old  Wo¬ 
man  before  Sr.  William  Lemn ,  that  he  Cur’d  her 
when  fhe  was  fo  Blind  that  the  could  not  lee  the 
Sun,  though  it  Ihone  never  fo  bright,  lo  that  the 
fwears  two  things,  firft,  that  the  Sun  ihone  very 
bright  ^  fecondly,  that  (he  could  not  lee  it.  It  is 
pleafant  to  obferve  how  he  Hands  attended  in 
Covent -Gar den- Market,  with  his  Trumpeter  and 
Merry-  Andrew  by  his  fide  haranguing  the  Cre¬ 
dulous  Mob  out  of  his  Booby  Hutch.

He  Cures 
the  French  Difeafe,  he  fays  without  UnHion, 
or  Fumigation ,  or  Bolus  given  Internally ,  his 
Bolus  s  it  feems  are  all  given  Externally ,  he 
tells  you  that  he  hath  been  above^  twenty 
Years  abroad  in  Domefiick  and  Exte?Ior  Parts 
of  the  World  :  doubtlefs  if  he  had  not  been  a 
Traveller,  he  could  not  have  been  fo  Polite 
a  Man,  fee  w  at  a  fine  thing  it  is  for  a 
Phyfician  to  Travel  abroad  in  Demeftick  Parts , 
It  is  too  late  now  to  find  any  fault  with 
thefe  Sentences  •,  for  juft  as  they  are,  they 
have  paft  the  Brunt  of  perhaps  a  hundred  Im- 

preffions, 


pieflions,  Latin  and  Greek,  do  bubble  out  of 
his  Mouth  as  water  out  of  a  Spring  •,  nor 
is  it  any  Obje&ion  to  fay  that  he  never 
Learn’d  them  and  could  never  yet  read  them, 
for  as  fure  as  he  hath  the  Gift  of  Healing, 
fo  hath  he  alfo  the  Gift  of  Tongues  •,  neither 
is  it  any  Objection,  that  he  doth  not  under- 
lland  plain  Englijh,  that  his  Advertilements 
abound1  with  Faults  even  in  his  Mothers  Tongue, 
that  in  ten  Lines  there  are  near  twenty  blun¬ 
ders,  for  that  was  done  with  this  very  De- 
ilgn’  to  let  you  fee,  that  he  can  break  through 
Grammar- Rules,  even  as  a  great  Humble-Bee 
through  the  Slender  Cobwebs.  He  cares  no 
more  for  Lilly  then  Lilly  cares  for  him  $  if  he 
breaks  Frifiian's  Head,  there’s  not  a  fitter 
Man  to  give  him  a  Plaifter  :  Nor  is  it  Ma¬ 
terial  for  any  to  Cavil  that  this  worthy 
Man  is  but  a  private  Centiriel  in  the  firfl: 
Regiment  of  Foot-Guards,  and. always  doing 
Duty  in  his  Turn,  that  hath  thus  given  him- 
felf  the  Title  of  a  Doctor  •,  for  he  knew  his 
own  Merits  and  lo  could  do  it,  better  then 
any  other  and  I  wifli  that  Forty  more  of  his

He  had  likewife 
arriv'd  to  great  Knowledge  in  the  Cure  of 
Broken-winded-Bellows  and  Buckskin -Breeches  5 
and  as  for  decayed  Cloggs  and  Pattens,  he 
had  a  Noftrum  by  which  he  hath  Cur’d  many 
a  pair  that  were  given  over  by  others  as  in¬ 
curable  :  I11  a  Word,  he  very  juftly  bore  a- 
way  the  Bell  from  all  the  Translators  of  the 
Neighbourhood,  and  fince  he  hath  found  it  to  be 
more  for  the  Pubiick  good  as  well  as  his 
own  Conveniency,  to  be  a  Doctor  for  the  Body , 
vaft  Numbers  I  affure  you  of  Shoes  and  Boots 
in  thofe  Parts  have  PerilVd  for  want  of  pro-  * 
per  Remedies  *,  or  at  leaft  have  been  great 
fufferers  in  the  hands  of  Ignorant  Pretenders. 
My  good  Friend  having  taken  his  leave  of  his 
former  Mechanick  Imployment,  is  now  I  am 
told  very  eager  in  the  laudable  .purfuit  of 
Learning,  and  it  is  not  doubted  but  that  he  will 
in  time  arrive  to  that  Perfection  as  to  be  a- 
able  to  read,  for  he  can  fpell  well  already. 
His  Talent  doth  not  lye  in  a  Multitude  of 
Words,  nor  in  Volubility  of  Speech. 


The 
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The  other  Do&or  hath  Tongue  enough  for 
twenty  pair  of  Chops  ,  but  this  fpeaks  not 
much  oftner  then  a  Clock  Strikes,  once  an 
Hour  •  and  yet  gets  more  Mony  by  Roman¬ 
cing  with  his  Tongue  as  flow  as  it  is,  then  ever 
he  did  by  Stretching-Leather  with  his  Teeth « 
You  may  fee  him  if  you  think  fit,  every 
Morning  upon  a  black  Steed,  which  fome 
fay,  was  as  well  Skill’d  in  Literature  as  his 
Rider,  till  of  late,  and  though  Jack- Horfe ,  as 
he  calls  him  hath  not  fo  good  a  Faculty  of 
fpeaking  as  Balaams  Afs  *,  yet  as  far  as  appears 
he  is  not  Inferior  to  him  in  point  of  under- 
ftanding.  He  can  Eat  what  his  Mafter  Eats, 
and  tofs  oft'  his  Pot  as  well  as  he,  he  can 
go  from  Stall  to  Stall  and  receive  the  Cha¬ 
ritable  Contributions  of  well  difpofed  People, 
whether  of  Turnips,  Carrots  or  ripples  •,  yea, 
fb  well  is  he  acquainted  with  the  Shops  that 
in  Time  he  may  be  preferred  to  be  Clark  of 
the  Market,  and  he  is  as  fit  for  the  Place, 
#  as  the  Roman  Emperors  Horfe  was  to  be  Ma- 
giftrate  of  Rome . 

Sometimes  Do&or  Difmal  Herangues  the 
Mob  about  the  great  Parts  and  good  Proper¬ 
ties  of  this  Horfe  of  his,  and  with  fuch  Sto¬ 
ries  he  holds  them  as  faft  by  the  Ears,  as  if 
he  had  a  Trumpet  or  a  Fiddle  at  their  Ser* 
vice.  So  great  is  the  Sympathy  between  Fools 
that  they  eafily  find  out  one  another,  and 
when  got  together,  they  know  not  how  to 
part  ^  their  Notions  of  Things,  can  never  qua¬

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Tallies,  they  cxa&ly  fit  their  own  Sticks . 
When  he  hath  got  together  a  fufficient  Num¬ 
bers,  he  is  pleafed  to  open  unto  them  the 
Singular  Vermes  of  his  Pills  and  Powders, 
then  he  fhews  them  the  direful  Wonns  that 
he  hath  fetch’d  thereby  out  of  Humane  Bo¬ 
dies,  fome  with  hundreds  of  Joynts,  and  others 
yrhh  as  many  Feet,  fome  with  Heads  like 
Dog’s,  Tailes  like  Eel’s,  and  Tongues  like  Dra¬ 
gon’s,  fome  as  long  almofbas  her  late  High-? 
nefs  the  Maypole  in  the  Strand ,  though  I 
confefs  not  altogether  fo  thick,  infomuch,  that 
his  Brother  the  Worm  BoFior  in  Abcburcb-Lane,  is 
but  a  Fool  to  him.  Thefe  Monftrous  Vermine 
he  preferves  in  Vials,  having  one  of  them 
hanging  at  every  Button  of  his  Coat,  if  you 
view  him  at  a  diftance,  you’ll  go  near  to 
miftake  him  for  an  Apothecaries  Rack,  that’s 
ftuck  all  about  with  Bottles,  now,  wherever 
thefe  Dead-doing  Animals  were  ingender ’d,  whe¬ 
ther  in  the  Fat  and  Filthy  Ditches  of  this 
Town  which  fome  think  is  the  more  likely, 
or  in  the  Fatter  and  Filthier  Paunches  of 
it’s  inhabitants,  it  muft  be  acknowledg’d  a  very 
happy  thing  thus  to  have  them  in  Salvd 
Cuftcdia.

Pox  with  its  pernicious  Gonfequences  to  the 
Credulous  Mob,  methinks  he  doth  it  very  fee* 
lingly  ■  he  hath  been  a  PraSitioner  in  the 
Suburbs  of  this  Great  City,  for  feveral  Years 
together,  and  Doubtlefs  hath  releas’d  many  a  one 
in  that  time  from  Mortal  Bondage ;  and  when 
I  fee  him  Mounted  and  Ready  Equip’d  for  his 
Work  with  the  fatal  Inftruments  of  his  Call¬ 
ing  in  his  Budget,  it  puts  me  in  mind  of 
that  in  the  Revelation,  Death  Riding  on  a  Pale 
Horfe.  For  whom  he  feems  to  At\  as  an  un¬ 
der  Officer.

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Bills,  dignifying  his  hard  Studies,  and  many 
Tear's  Travels  in  Foreign  Parts,  and  what 
excellent  Methods  he  had  thereby  acquir'd 
for  Curing  Difeafes,  and  that  fuch  a  Publica¬ 
tion  was  not  for  his  own  private  Interejl  but

M.  Imo  JEde- 
pol  und  Literd  phis  quam  medicus  $.  Turn  Mendi- 
cits  es,  M.  Rem  acu  tetigifti.  In  thole  quon¬ 
dam  Days  poor  £°c'k  look'd  like  a  walking 
Gbojf,  one  would  almoft  have  fworn  it  was 
two  Deal-Boards  joyifd  together  5  But  when 
once  he  made  the  World  fenfibie  of  his  Abi¬ 
lities,  not  by  Advertifements  in  our  News-Pa* 
pers ,  but  by  difperfing  Bills  with  this  peculiar 
Encomium  of  him  ft  If,  that  he  could  Cure  all 
manner  of  Difeafes,  and  a  Great  many  more  •,  then 
Tempora  miiiantur ,  the  Clouds  fcatter’d,  the 
Sky  clear'd  over  his  Head,  Riches  flow’d  in 
upon  him  pretty  well,  and  fo  the  Cock ,  that 
before  was  as  Lean  that  you  could  in  a  man¬ 
ner  fee  through  him,  having  Learn’d  this  way 
of  ftratching  for  a  Livelihood,  is  as  Fat  as 
any  Capon ,  at  a  Barn-Door.

The  next  that  falls  under  Confideration  is, 
the  Footman ,  near  the  Chapvei  in  Ruff  el  Court ,  in 
Drnry-Lane.  Who  very  Civilly  and  pleafe  you, 
Stiles  himfelf  a  Dottor  too-,  and  well  he  may, 
feeing  his  Knowledge  in  Phyjick  is  the  Fruit 
of  many  hard  Studies,  many  tedious  Lucubra¬ 
tions  and  of  much  -toil  and  fweat.  I  don’t  fay, 
in  Cleaning  his  Mailers  Shoes  and  Boots,  m 
Combing  out  his  Wig,  and  rubbing  down  his 
Horfe,  no,  Hovi  foit  qui  maly  penfe.  Evil  be  to 
him  that  Evil  thinks.  I  have  not  feen  any  Ac¬ 
count  of  this  Great  Man  in  our  Newspapers,  he 
choofing  rather  to  fpread  his  Fame  by  difperfing 
Bills,  and  by  fending  out  Emifjanes  to  cry  him 
up  in  diftant  Places  :  For  thefe,  you  mull  know 
are  of  the  fame  ufe  to  him  as  thofe  Spaniels  are 
to  Country  Sports-Men  that  Kart  the  Game  ^ 
having  thus  fpread  his  Net,  he  plants  himfelf 
either  at  his  Window  or  at  the  Coffee-Houfe ,  a 
few  Doors  off,  patiently  waiting  all  the  day  long 
for  the  lilly  Birds  to  come  in  ^  fo  have  I  feen 
the  wily  Spider  having  finiftfd  his  Web ,  retire 
within  his  hole  watching  for  the  Prey.  He  is 
not  like  fome  other  Phyficiajis  that  are  never 
hardly  at  home,  but  are  always  hurrying  from 
place  to  place,  and  Galloping  over  their  Pati¬ 
ents,  as  if  Difeafes  like  Birds  were  to  be  Shot 
Flying.  He  Cures  if  you  believe  him  and  I  am 
fare  you  have  more  manners  then  to  queftion  it, 
not  only  the  French  Difeafe,  but  almoft  all  o- 
thers  incident  to  Mortal  Bodies.  Moreover,  he 
hath  got  a  new  Method  for  the  doing  of  this,  he 
doth  not  mean  by  killing  the  Patient  inftead  of 
the  Difeafe,  though  that  is  likely  enough  to  come 
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to  pafs,  for  that  cannot  he  called  New,  that 
h&th  been  the  frequent  Praftice  of  fuch  Phyfici- 
ans  as  he  is,  before  he  was  Born.  If  any  Ihould 
lay,  was  he  able  to  perform  fuch  mighty  things 
as  he  pretends,  he  need  not  be  at  the  trouble 
and  charge  of  difperfing  Bills  in  the  Street,  he 
anfwers  in  the  ufual  Cant ,  he  doth  it  for  the 
Publick  Good,  that  all  may  know  where  to  ap¬ 
ply  themfelves  with  fafety :  Namely,  to  the 
Footman-Doftur  in  Ruffel-Coitrt ,  as  aforefaid.  He 
tells  you  that  Great  Quantities  of  his  Medicines 
have  been  carried  into  Foreign  Parts,  where  they 
never  fail’d  to  Cure,  the  French ,  Spaniards  and 
Indians ,  and  in  all  likelihood  this,  that  is  the 
latter  part  of  the  Story  is  true,  becaufe  they 
they  were  never  try’d. 

We  now  come  to  T - R,  of  Tower-hill ,  for 

there  he  hath  newly  fix’d  himfelf  and  I  give  this 
Notice  of  it,  that  all  the  Inhabitants  of  thofe 
Ha?nlets  may  be  timely  appriz’d  of  fo  able  an 
Artift.

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Refidence  in  Wejlmhijler ,  viz.  That  lie  is  a  Dan**' 
gerou$  Bluhderbufs ,  that  he  hath  kill’d  more 
then  any  Demicnlverin  in  Flanders :  But  he 
ufed  to  Torment  them  Firft,  with  Strange 
Mixture  of  Scammony  and  Sublimate,  fo  that 
thofe  that  fell  into  his  hands  were  truly  Pati¬ 
ents  according  to  the  Original  meaning 
of  the  Word,  f.  e.  Sufferers ,  and  glad  they 
Were  at  the  Expence  of  their  Lives,  to  get  out 
of  his  Clutches  *,  for  the  manner  of  Dying  feem’d 
tb  be  the  Death,  and  Death  itfelf  a  Deliverance 
from  it.

Sometime  ago,  a  Gentleman  of  the  JVeff  who 
had  all  his  days  been  a  true  Bigot  to  Venus ,  up¬ 
on  his  coming  to  this  Town,  went  dire&ly  to 
the  Play-Hbufe  in  Drtiry-Laney  where  having 
glutted  his  Eyes  with  the  Ladies,  and  his  Ears 
with  the  Poet ,  he  came  at  length  to  unbend  over 
a  Bottle  at  the  Rofe ,  and  there  he  Crown’d  the 
Sparkling  Glafs  with  Coelia  s  Health,  as  he  call’d 
fomething  in  Petticoats  that  had  given  him  a 
Billet-Dew#,  and  you  would  have  thought  by  the 
Tenor  of  his  Language,  that  he  had  been  {truck 
through  and  through  with  Cupid's  Darts,  not  un¬ 
like  the  Man  in  the  Almanack.  From  thence  he 
flew  into  her  Arms  as  a  Horfe  that  ruihes  into 
the  Battle,  but  as  ill  luck  would  have  it,  in  the 
midft  of  his  Tranfports,  he  was  forced  to  leap 
out  of  the  Balcony  in  his  Shirt,  efcaping  the

WTiat  a  Man  is  this  ?  nothing  lefs  then  the  E- 
pitome  of  the  Learning  of  all  Ages  y  no  foch 
Matter  faid  an  old  Neighbour  of  his  in  St, 
Martins-Lane,  from  whence  it  feems  he  was 
fent  Packing!  This  Fellow  is  but  a  young 
Tourney-man  Button  maker,  and  one  ot  the  v  e- 
ryeft  Numfculls  to  look  at,  that  ever  God  put 
a  Gut  into, he  looks  to  be  fo  Stupid,  that  you  wou  d 
think  it  were  a  hard  matter  to  teach  him  to 
Fetch  and  Carry.-We  all  took  him  for  a  Fool, 
hill  by  this  Doughty  Undertaking,  he  let  us 
fee  that  he  had  got  a  Knave  under  his  Goat  ; 
he  was  in  our  Opinion  as  unfit  to  make  a  Con¬ 
jurer,  as  a  Cow  is  to  ride  in  a  Coach,  an  1 
yet  this  unlikely  thing  is  come  to  pais.— Here¬ 
after  I  {hall  wonder  at  nothing,  unkfsl  hap¬ 
pen  to  fee  Oxen  and  Bulls  fly  about  the  Streets 
iike  Sparrows.

mer  Charms  •  her  Eyes  are  fo  far  funk  in 
their  Sockets,  that  they  look  like  a  pair  of

Thofe  Difeafes  that  are  Litdibria  Mediconnn. , 
that  have  fo  much  intrench'd  themfelves  in 
the  Patient  •,  as  to  be  Impregnable,  that  laugh 
at  all  the  Efforts  of  the  Phyficians  to  re¬ 
move  them,  he  gives  them  no  time  to  Capi¬ 
tulate  with  him,  but  makes  them  Surrender 
at  Difcretion,  and  if  he  gives  no  Quarter  to 
the  moft  ftubborn,  inveterate,  or  if  you  pleafe 
Gigantick  D.iftempers,  then  woe  be  to  thofe 
puny  Ailments,  the  Head-Ach ,  the  Tooth-Ach, 
and  the  Ague ,  if  they  come  in  his  way.  To 
Lure  upon  the  Spot ,  methinks  is  not  inferior 
to  thofe  Miraculous  Cures  we  read  of,  when 
a  Leper  was  bid  to  waft)  and  be  clean ,  a  Cripple 
bid  to  rife  and  walk ,  and  it  was  Diffu?n  Fa  Bum, 
no  fooner  faid  but  done ,  fome  indeed  may  think 
that  if  there  be  fucli  a  thing  as  a  miracle  of

Impudence,  here  it  is,  and  that  this  Fellow 
mu  ft  have  a  Forehead  of  more  then  Common 
Brafs  to  impofe  upon  them  with  fuch  Auda¬ 
cious  Lies  *,  but  may  his  kind  Stars  deliver 
the  Doctor  from  thefe  Unbelievers,  and  may 
he  always  deal  with  thofe  that  have  Faith,  yea, 
great  Faith,  or  elfe  it  will  not  do,  be  hire  yon 
remember  that  old  Maxim,  Artifici  in  arte  fn a 
Credendnm .  The  Buiinefs  of  a  Patient  is  not  to 
difpute  but  to  furrender  himfelf  up,  and  then 
he  is  fure  to  be  dous'd  according  to  the  depth 
of  his  own  Purfe,  and  the  Doctors  Com* 
fcience. 

Sometime  ago  a  Friend  of  mine  brought  me 
a  Learned  Advertifemevt  that  was  infer  ted  in 
Applebees  Journal  of  November  and  December 
laft,  in  the  following  Terms.  A  moft  fpecdy, 
Jdfe  and  private  Cure  for  the  French  JDifeafe 
that  ever  was  known ,  an  Arcanham  fent  from 
God  to  relieve  the  difireffed  of  both  Sex's,  fo 
great  a  Freafure  in  Medicine ,  as  exceeds  all  Efii- 
matiov ,  it  pajfeth  through  the  Body  like  Fire , 
and  Confumes  ’  the  French  Difeafe ,  even  as  Fire 
burns  up  Wood.  This  Arcanham  for  the  Good 
of  the  Publick,  fays  he ,  and  for  the  Benefit  of 
his  own  dear  felf,  fay  I,0  is  Sold  for  ten  Shil¬ 
lings  :  Upon  this  occahon  he  was  very  free 
with  the  Chara&er  of  the  Arcanham  Doctor , 
he  own’d  indeed  that  he  was  a  Stranger  to 
this  notable  Medicine -Monger  ♦,  but  by  the 
Politenefs  of  the  Stile,  and  the  Exactnefs  of 
the  fpelling ,  he  reckon'd  it  was  little  Tom 
of  Hockley  in  the  Hole ,  that  carries  Guts  to 
the  Bears.  Thus  he  thought  to  raife  jny  Mirth 
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by  what  to  me  feenfd  a  matter  of  Lamen¬ 
tation  ;  for  thought  I  the  BlemilTies  of  this 
Advertifement ,  (which  were  indeed  at  that  time 
many  more  then  I  care  to  obferve )  are  not 
owing  to  this  Man's  want  of  Parts,  but  to 
his  Parent's  want  of  Mony  or  Grace,  to  fend 
him  to  School-,  for  who  knows  fays  I,  what 
a  Man  he  might  have  been  *,  if  he  had  had 
but  a  Learned  Education  ^  yea,  if.  in  his 
Youthful  days  he  had  fcrap'd  fome  Acquain¬ 
tance  with  the  Spelling-Book,  or  Ffalter.

at  very  Reafonable  Rates  •,  and  rather  then 
turn  away  a  Cuflomer,  he  will  exchange  a 
Dole  of  Phyfick  for  a  valuable  Consideration 
of  Meat  and  Drink,  the  BoB;or  through  the 
meanefs  of  his  Fortune,  is  forc'd  to  go  on 
Foot,  and  carry  his  Shop  upon  his  Back, 
which  expofes  him  to  the  Ridicule  of  the 
Eorj'e-Boclors ,  and  thofe  that  Rattle  about  in 
their  Coaches  •  for  you  muft  know  that  this 
Thing,  called  Profperity  makes  Men  ftrange- 
ly  Proud  and  Infolent.  Thus  have  I  feen  a 
rich  Cutler ,  look  down  contemptibly  on  a  poor 
Grinder  of  Knives- ,  and  a  well-grown  Bookfeller 


of  Paul's  Chnrch-Tard ,  upon  one  that  fells 
Books  at  the  Corner  of  Fifing- Alley  *  fo  a  Dottor 
in  his  Coach  looks  down  upon  a  poor  Bro¬ 
ther  with  his  Wallet  of  Remedies  upon  his 
Shoulders.  But  notwithftanding  this,  the  cheap¬ 
ness  of  the  Commodity  is  a  Temptation  to 
feveral  at  Hap  -  hazard  to  make  a  Tryal  of 
them  *  hut  as  Cheap  as  they  are,  it  often 
appears  in  the  Iffue  that  they  were  Bought 
dear  enough  •  the  Remedies  of  thefe  Perfons 
being  much  more  dangerous  then  the  Difeafe 
thofe  that  deal  in  fuch  Trumperies,  do  no¬ 
thing  lefs  then  throw  up  Crofs  and  File  for 
their  Lives. 

After  him  I  muft  put  you  in  mind  of  the 
Great  Dutchman  Minheer  Van  Bunder ,  ^  well 
known  by  his  blew  Cloak,  and  red  Whiskers 
all  over  the  Town,  whofe  very  Name  and 
Mien  are  enough  to  frighten  the  Patient,  if 
not  the  Difeafe.  By  the  help  of  his  Fellow- 
labourer  Jack-Pudding  he  firft.  gathers  a  Mob, 
then  he  Harangues  them  in  the  ufjal  Quack- 
Language,  fetting  forth  the  mighty  Deeds  he 
hath  done ,  and  what  further  he  will  do  for 
the  Love  that  he  bears  to  the  Inhabitants  of 
London.  Sains  Populi ,  is  the  only  thing  that 
prevails  with  him  thus  to  expole  himfelf  to 
pub  lick  View.  Then  he  mingles  before  them 
near  twenty  Ingredients,  and  with  that  Hodge • 
Podge  he  will  Cure  every  Diftemper  in  Na¬ 
ture*,  this  is  Charging  his  Gun  with  abund¬ 
ance  of  final!  Shot,  and  fome  or  other  will 
hit.  Afterwards  he  ihews  a*  great  Number  of  Bot¬ 
tles  and  Boxes,  with  Medicines  withput,  and 
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perhaps  rank  Poifon  within  :  Here  be  de  Fat 
of  de  wild  Cork ,  and  here  be  de  Greafe  of  de 
dead  Man ,  dis  be  good  for  dat ,  and  dat  for 
£  other.  And  here  be ,  laid  a  Dirty  Fellow  in 
the  Crowd,  de  Tincture  of  de  Moon's  Horns , 
de  Powder  of  de  flying  Toad ,  de  red  Pidgeons 
Milky  and  then  ran  away. 

After  him  comes  Alter  Aureus ,  Cor —  s  a 
Til  — ~h  High-German  Dottor,  Natural  Son  of 
Wonder,  and  the  great  Efculapius  of  the  prc- 
lent  Age,  who  is  pleas’d  to  tell  us,  that  at 
the  earheft  Intreaties,  he  might  have  made  it 
Prayers  and  Tears  of  a  great  many  Lords, 
and  Noble  Perfonages-,  or  perhaps,  as  you’ll 
think,  out  of  meer  pity  to  himfelf,  is  lately 
return’d  into  this  City,  the  only  Emporium  in 
the  World  for  Quackery,  and  is  to  be  fpoke 
with  at  his  former  Place  of  Refidence  near 
Turn-flile9  Holborn.  Where  Toung  and  Old ,  Blind 
and  Lame ,  Curable  or  Incurable ,  may  repair, 
and  return  aaain.  AmilTa  Pecunid  and  Re  in * 
fetid. 

I  mult  now  have  done  with  thefe  Dander- 
headed  Phyflcians ,  and  make  Room  for  the 
modeft  Author  of  the  Recliflcator  Vitaliinn ,  an 
univerfal  Elixir ,  if  you  take  his  Word,  by 
which  Perfom  of  any  Sex ,  or  Age ,  however  Sub¬ 
ject  to  DifeafeSy  way  prevent  their  Attacks ,  Cure 
their  pernicious  Effects^  and  be  preserved  in  per¬ 
fect  Health  and  Strength  to  exceeding  Old  Age , 
Sec.  Nay,  it  rectifies  the  Paffions  of  the  Mindy 
as  well  as  the  Fluids  of  the  Body ,  fubdiies  all 
Inclinations  to  Intemperance ,  and  all  uneaflnefs  of 
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heart,  eflablijhes  a  Train  of  flealy  and  well  re* 
gnlated  Thoughts,  and  a  conjlant  Chearfulnefs  of 
Soul :  But  I  mull  Conclude  with  an  Et  ccetera \ 
for  the  modeft  Author  runs  out  near  fifty* 
Lines  in  its  Praife,  and  I  am  not  difpos’d  to 
run  fo  far  after  him.  In  a  Word,  it  Cures 
every  thing  in  the  "World  *  furnifti  yourfelves 
with  this  and  you  need  not  trouble  your 
Heads  about  other  Remedies ,  it  will  mencl 
every  Drop  of  your  Blood,  infpire  you  with 
new  Spirits,  and  thereby  prolong  your  Lives 
to  the  tune  of  Antient  Times,  far  beyond  thole 
later  inftances  of  Gajfar  Parr, and  Gammar  Scrim- 
flaw,  it  will  fend  you  to  Heaven  laden  with 
Years,  with  fnowy  Heads,  and  furrow'd  Faces, 
if  you  take  care  not  to  go  thither  in  a  firing 
long  before  you  are  fent  for  *  by  ufing  this 
Catholicnm  you'll  obtain  the  Poet's  With  for 
his  Patron,  Sents  in  Coelum  redeas.  Moreover 
the  Virtues  of  the  Retti float  or  do  not  termi¬ 
nate  upon  the  Body,  but  as  you  fee  by  the 
Author’s  "Words,  do  reach  the  very  Soul.  It 
regulates  the  Pailions,  Affections,  Cogitations, 
and  fo  makes  a  kind  of  new  Creature,  and  I 
wonder  that  he  hath  forgot  to  tell  us,  that 
it  is  good  in  reference  to  this  "World  and  the 
"World  to  Come.

N.  S.  This  with  many  other  as  pretioiis 
Remedies  are  to  be  had  in  Beydon-Tard  in  the 
Mi 7io ries7  by  the  Direction,  as  I  am  inform’d, 
of  that  Indefatigable  Quack  Mr.  M- — tin, 
and  if  they  wont  do,  you  may  buy  the  fame 
over  again,  Mutato  Nomine ,  at.  his  Houfe  in 
flat  t  on-Gar  den. 

Let  us  not  quite  forget  the  Urine  -  Dottors, 
or  as  they  are  commonly  call'd  Pifs -Prophets , 
who  upon  feeing  your  Water  can  prefen tly 
fee  your  Ailment,  as  clearly  as  if  they  had 
been  within  your  Skin  :  Our  Adverfary  is 
forc’d  to  confefs  fbme  notable  Difcoveries  that 
they  have  made  this  way,  upon  his  own  cer¬ 
tain  Knowledge.  Magna  eft  veritas  et  pr&valebit . 
One,  upon  Sight  of  his  Water,  was  told  by 
the  Learned  Artift,  that  his  Liver  being  dif- 
plac’d  was  fallen  upon  his  Lungs,  and  fo  oc¬ 
cafion’d  great  ftraitnefs  of  Breath-,  another 
was  told,  that  his  Spleen  and  his  Heart  were 
grown  together,  and  fo  occafion’d  Wind,  Va¬ 
pours  and  ftoppage  of  Bloody  and  another, 
that  his  Kidneys  were  fallen  down  into  his 
Bladder,  and  fo  ftop’d  his  Urine.  By  the  fame 
Rules  of  Art  he  might  have  told  another, 
that  his  Brains  were  fallen  into  his  Breech, 
which  occafion’d  frequent  Dotages,  and  great 
Confufion  of  Thoughts :  Now  in  all  thefe  dif- 
mal  Cafes,  the  Doclor  had  a  Remedy  that 
would  foon  fet  them  right,  for  by  a  ftrong 
Vomit,  or  a  lufty  Purge ,  he  would  it  feems 
make  thefe  unruly  Parts  be  glad  to  return  to

but  what  you  Ala  11  ail  ten  or  twenty  Years 
hence  *,  as  an  Afronomer  can  tell  by  his 
Science  when  a  Solar  or  Lunar  Eclipfe  will 
happen  long  before  it  comes. 

One  of  the  moft  famous  of  thefe  Fife  -  Pro¬ 
phets  is  the  Frenchman  near  the  Market  in 
Spittle  Fields  •  by  his  former  Trade  it  feems 
he  was  a  Weaver ,  but  for  many  Years  paft 
he  hath  practis’d  as  a  Water-finger ,  and  a 
JDoBor  ;  He  hath  firft  a  Shilling  for  Cafting 
your  Urine  as  he  terms  it,  which  fome  think 
he  better  deferVes  Aiould  be  caft  into  his 
Face,  and  then  four  or  five  for  a  Packet  of 
Mundungus ,  to  prevent  the  Danger  or  heal 
the  Difeafe,  he  hath  found  in  it  *,  by  this 
Ingenuity,  or  as  lome  call  it  downright  Kna¬ 
very,  he  hath  got  Thoufands  of  Pounds  out 
of  poor  People’s  Pockets.  He  need  not  wifh 
with  the  Roman  Emperor,  O  utinam  nefcirem  Li¬ 
teral  *,  for  he  is  Illiterate  and  Ignorant  enough 
of  all  Confidence,  and  yet  he  is  in  an  ever- 
lafting  Hurry  and  full  Tide  of  Bufinefs,  by 
People’s  flocking  to  him  in  Crowds  to  know 
their  Doom  from  the  Mouth  of  this  French 
Oracle .  It  is  pleafant  to  fee  how  he  puts  on 
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his  Coiijiiring  Cap,  fhakes  the  Bottle  of  Pifs^ 
then  fhakes  his  empty  Head  over  it  *  and  ve¬ 
ry  gravely  Pronounces,  Dis  Perfon  be  very 
bad ,  yes  indeed,  replies  the  Old  Woman,  fo 
he  is  $  hence  he  gathers  it  is  a  Man’s  Water, 
then  he  goes  on,  Dis  be  de  Mans  Vater , '  is 
it  rot ,  good  Woman  ?  Yes  Sir,  replies  Mrs. 
Wifeacre.  Then  he  goes  over  his  ufiial  Cata¬ 
logue  in  order  to  form  an  Idea  of  the  Man’s 
Ailment  (the  Do&or  fceing  utterly  in  the  Dark, 
till  by  fomething  or  other  in  her  Difcourfe 
he  can  hr  ike  a  Light)  Here  be  de  great  Pain 
in  de  Head ,  great  Pain  in  de  Breaft ,  and  if 
the  MelTenger  fays  nothing,  he  goes  on,  and  in 
de  Stnmaacb  ^  yes,  truly  fays  Ihe,  He  is  very 
ill  in  his  Stomach,  for  he  hath  not  eat  a 
1  it  of  Yi dtuals  thefe  ten  Days.  Me  fee  very 
great  Diforder  indeed  in  de  Stumaach ,  but  me  fee 
alfo  de  Oder  Parts  I  name  begin  to  be  ajfeffed. 
That  may  be  the  Reafon,  fays  Nurfe,  that  he 
complains  fo  much  of  his  Back,  info  much 
that  he  cannot  ileep  with  it,  hold,  hold,  fays 
the  Dodor,  making  ufe  of  this  new  Advan¬ 
tage  that  lhe  had  given  him,  I  am  7iot  come 
as  yet  to  dat ,  then  he  falls  a  fhaking  of  the 
Urine,  and  peeping  into  it ,  fays  ’  he  ,  Dis 
Man  s  Kidney  be  de  worft  I  fee  dis  Morning ,  me 
no  wonder  at  de  pain  in  de  Back ,  great  Painy 
pouvre  ' Man  !  having  now  found  that  he  had  loft 
his  Appetite,  and  that  he  was  in  conftant  pain 
and  could  not  deep,  he  fays,  Dis  Man  be  very 
much  fallen  away.  O  Sir,  fays  Gammar  Doodle , 
he  is  nothing  but  Skin  and  Bones.  He  adds, 
he  will  fall  into  de  deep  Confumetion ,  if  he  710 
take  care  *  but  7ne  vil  give  you  fome  Stuff  for 
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five  Shillings  that  vil  do  great  deal  good.  Thus 
having  huddled  over  the  feveral  Parts  or  tiie 
Body,  he  comes  at  laft  to  fix  the  Diftemper 
according  to  the  Hints  he  had  received  from 
the  filly  Woman,  and  after  random  Gnefles  of 
this  kind,  he  is  continually  fending  his  Galli¬ 
pots  of  Stuff,  as  he  calls  it,  far  and  near 
among  the  miferably  deluded  People,  and  if  he 
kills  the  Patient  inftead  of  the  Difeafe,  as  it 
muft  often  happen  in  this  way  of  Practice, 
yet  he  matters  it  no  more,  then  if  he  had  fir’d 
at  a  Flock  of  Geefe,  but  from  a  Doctor  that 
is  thus  Compounded  of  Ignorance  and  Knavery 
Libera  nos  Domine.  Infinite  almoft  are  the 
Tricks  that  are  put  upon  this  Pifs-pot  Pkyjician , 
but  nothing  can  put  him  out  of  Countenance  ^ 
One  brings  him  a  Bottle  of  Horfe-piJ's ,  and 
defires  to~  know  if  the  Gentlewoman  whom  the 
feigns  to  come  from,  is  with  Child  *,  then  the 
Doctor  pours  the  Water  from  Phial  to  Phial, 
and  when  he  hath  Saddled  his  Nofe  with  his 
Spectacles,  he  very  narrowly  examines  it  in 
the  Light  •,  when  that’s  over,  go,  fays  he,  tell 
your  Miftrefs,  She  be  with  Shild ,  and  fie  be  in 
de  great  danger  to  MiJ carry ,  but  me  vil  give 
you  for  your  Money  fome  good  Stuff  to 
firengthen  her  Back.  Another  brings  him  a 
Bottle  of  Cow  pifs  *,  the  DoCtoy  prefently  falls 
to  Calling  the  Water  and  Pumping  the  Mcflen- 
ger,  the  fir  ft  being  only  a  Cover,  the  laft 
being  the  chief  Deiign  ^  but  the  Go-between 
being  fo  inftructed,  is  ftrictly  upon  her  Guard, 
at  laft  by  many  rouud  about  Queries  he  whea- 
dles  her  into  fome  Confelfions,  viz.  That  the 
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Party  liv’d  much  upon  the  Common,  led  a 
loofe  Life,  flay’d  out  a’Nights  ^  upon  this 
the  Conjurer  is  cockfure,  as  he  thinks,  of  his 
Game  ^  go,  fays  he,  and  tell  the  Gentleman 
vie  very  forry  for  him ,  he  got  de  little  Clap,  and

there  is  not  a  more  uflful  Man  to  the  Sta¬ 
tioners,  nor  indeed  to  the  Pojleriors  of  almoft 
all  Mankind  in  thefe  Parts  *,  lb  that  if  the 
Curfes  of  here,  and  there,  fome  miferable  Pa¬ 
tients 
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tients  may  follow  him,  yet  we  can  eafily 
weigh  them  down  with  Benedictions  ^  for  I 
am  lure  he  hath  the  bleffing  of  every  Man 
and  Woman  that  knows  the  Danger  of  want¬ 
ing  Binnf odder,  or  the  Benefit  of  Clean  Lin- 
nen,  heres  his  Bolus  Energetics,  which  he 
fays  ,  is  AbJ  orbing,  Cleaning ,  Strengthening, 
Renovating ,  yea,  moreover  it  is  Cathartick ,  £- 
metre h,  Diaphoretick,  Dinretick ,  Which  brings 
to  my  mind  the  Quack  Advertifement  of  a 
fmeliing  Bottle  fo  often  feen  in  the  Publick 
Papers,  that  it  is  the  Greateft  Cephalick  Sto - 
matick ,  Hepatick  Aromatick  pojjible  •,  thus  like 
a  String  of  Beads  they  tack  toge¬ 
ther  a  Parcel  of  Gingling  Words ,  being 
pleas’d  with  their  Mujical  Sound  though  they 
do  not  underftand  their  Meaning,  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  Doclors-Bill  there’s  his  Diuretck  or 
Cleaning  Tinciure ,  which  he  tells  you  will 
Urinally  Difcharge  the  Pox  with  all  its  Putrid 
Faces,  that  is  as  his  Adverfary  obferves  it  will 
make  the  poor  Devil  of  a  Patient  to  pifs 
Urinals  •  he  was  not  willing  to  add  another 
Syllable,  for  fear  of  fpoiling  the  found,  the 
Do  cl  or  loves  to  be  fhort  and  Conciie  in  eve¬ 
ry  thing,  his  Fees  excepted.  But  let  us  not 
torture  his  Words  in  the  fame  manner  as 
fomebody  doth  his  Patients  *,  neither  let  us 
like  a  Fly,  dwell  upon  a  fore  place  ^  but 
rather  pafs  on  to  fomething  found  and  folid, 
and  that  we  may  do  it,  well  examine  the 
Encomium  that  he  gives  his  Quinte /fence  of 
Life  as  he  calls  it  very  prettily.
